The Agricultural Department is organized 
under the Smith-Hughes Law whereby financial 
aid is obtained from the Federal and State gov- 
ernments for the work. 



The Smith-Hughes Law specifies Vocational 
training. This means that not only must the 
class-room work be decidedly practical and ap- 
plicable to good farm management, but it also re- 
quires that a good part of the instruction must be 
out on the farms. For this reason actual farm 
projects in connection with the course being taken 
in school must be carried out by each boy in class. 
In addition, there is a goodly number of periods 
used for the judging of livestock and grains as 
well as visiting various farms to study current 
farm practices.
